Mr. WHITAKER, Sinking Fund— a bill to 
authorize the county Judge of Ohio county to sub- 
mit to the voters of said county a tax for road 
purposes: passed. 

S.ime — a bill from the H. R. to establish a 
sinking fund for the city of Lexington; amended 
and passed 

Same — a bill to establish a sinking fund for 
Favette countv: passed. 

*Mr WHITAKER, Federal Relations— to

Mr. TAYLOR, Revised Statutes — a bill pro- 
viding for the signing of the orders of the cir- 
cuit courts of this commonwealth which remain 
unsigned: passed.

Same — a bill to amend article 2, chapter 56, of 
the revised statutes, title “landlord and tenant.” 

Mr. SUDDU'l’H offered an amendment: reject 
ed. 

'J’he bill w’rts then ordered to a third reading 
on Tuesday at lOo’clocW 

Mr. TAYLOR, Revised Statutes — a bill to 
prevent the loss of the public books; with an 
amendment: amendment adopted and bill pass 
ed. 

Same — all. R. bill to prevent the sale of li 
quors. See., to cadets of the Kentucky Military 
Instiiuto. 

.Mr. SUDDUTH moved to amend by m.iking 
the law apply to all other colleges, schools, and 
institutes in the State. 

The amendment was withdrawn by Mr. SUD 
DOTH on request of Mr. PORTER. 

The bill was then passed.

the Governor, or either branch of the /legislature, 
an curlier day may be ordered in said writ for 
comparing the polls, if deemed expedient. 

§ 4. That if any new county shoul d be estab- 
lished before the next enumeration and appor- 
tionment of representation, it shall be ttonsidered 
as part or parts of the county or counties from 
which it was taken, lor the purpose of represent- 
ation.

The .American party of the State of Kentucky, 
assembled in Convention,' at Frankfort, on the 
27ih January, IS.53, a-s-ert the bdlowing political 
principles, and adopt the following platform: 

1st. Tiie Federal Union must be inuntained. 
2d. Tito reserved right.- of the States must be 
respected. 

3d. Tile rights of conscience must be guaran 
teed, and the union of Church util State iini-r be 
prevented. 

4tl) American interest** must be promoted. 

5lh. An .Ainorican nationality must be cher 
tshed. 

Gth. Sectional agitation must be terminated. 
7th. The true iuteresG of the country, present 
and pro.spective, demand that foreign p.uipcr-; 
and criminals should be excluded, and that the 
naturalization laws should be amended, to guard 
against foreign influence in the adinini.-Jtratioii of 
the government. 

8th. The right of suffrage in the States and 
Territories should be resuicted to citizens of the 
United States, and the proposition of the Democ 
racy, to enable aliens to participate in the forma- 
tion of State Constitutions, is a gro.ss perversion 
of principle, and the best ••vidcnce that time and 
events have added to the rcason.s that first induced 
the organization of the American party. 

9ih. ’Phe abuses of power and ultra tenden 
cies of the so called Democratic party, call lor 
the earnest opposition of every friend of the 
Union and the Constitution. 

lOth. .All the Stales of the Union are entitled 
to participate in the public bounty, ami the pol 
Icy qf the parly in power, by which the public 
lands are appropriated in Urge quantities, to par- 
ticular Stales, Ls unjust, unequ il, and ought not 
to he tolerated. 

11th. We hold it as a cardinal principle, that 
divisions growing out of questions of Con.sti- 
tutional construction must, under our form of 
government, be ultimately dt-termined by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, whenever it 
can be applied lo the decision of a suit, and il is 
the duty of all loyal citizens to acquiesce iii such 
deci.siou. 

Hon. Garrett Davis, beingcallcd upon, respond- 
ed in a briefand eloquent speech. 

Mr. Andrews moved this resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved^ That in voting for a candidate for 
Clerk of the Court of .Appeals, each county rep- 
resented in this Convention shall have one vote 
for every 100 vqtcs cast for Fillmore, and one 
for each fraction over 50, provided, however, 
that each county sh ill be entitled to one vote. 

Mr. J. H. G. Bush nominated John M. Harlan, 
Esq., of Franklin, but at his request withdrew the 
nomination. Mr. Harlan expressed a desire and 
determination to battle for the American party, 
but yielded to others the front in the battle.
